Mnst of the vcssel'A fishing 
in Cornwall has taken place 
off Mountn Day and Wolfe 
Rock — but now the fiah are 
moving over to the ScilMea. 

The chaos which surround- 
ed lundinga by the influx of 
boQtfl last year now looks like 
being cased at Falmouth with 
the operation set up by 
Clenham. Working in con- 
junction with the Falmouth 
Docks Engineering Company. 
Clenham is managing a ser- 
vice which offers landing 
facilities for up to three 
vessels at a time. 

Fish i)umns have been in- 
stalled which are able to dis- 
charge directly into waiting 
rail wagons.
